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ERMANY MUST HEW TO THE LINE. 
Momentous things are happening in 
Germany and Austria, things pregnant 
with happy possibilities for the future of 
humanity. There are indications at Berlin 
of a division between Emperor and Reich- 
stag. A conference of kings has been 
called. While the parliaments of Germany 
and Austria are fanning a flame of liberty 
in the hearts of the German people by talk- 
ing in favor of a democratic peace, the cap- 
tains and the kings are holding out for a 
prolongation of the war. President Wil- 
son's reply to the peace note of Prince 
Maximilian has proved a powerful weapon 
in the hands of the friends of liberty and 
human rights; it has placed squarely before 
the German and Austrian people the ques- 
tion whether they wish their children and 
their children's children to be Ceemen or 


Under which fag, Maximilian? Do you 
come suing for peace in the name of autoc- 
racy or in that of democracy? This is the 
question that President Wilson has put to 
the German Chancellor, and through him 
alike to the German government and the 
German people. Utterances of the Social 
Domocrats in the Reichstag and of the lib- 
eral German press reveal that the untitled 
masses are willing to accept in toto Presi- 
dent Wilson's fourteen peace fundamentals, 
that they have learned in blood and famine 
that the theory of the divine right of kings 
is a ghastly hoax. But the putrefying rem- 
nants of eighteenth century despotism are 
still clinging to the privileges of caste, to 
the flesh-pots of autocracy. There are ru- 
mors of the abdication of the German Em- 
_peror; but The Times does not believe that 
he will give up his throne until he is 
forcibly ejected. And that ejection is com- 
ing as surely as the waters of the Rhine 
find their way to the sea. If German free- 
men hesitate, the mailed fist of the Allies 
will crush the throne with the Kaiser un- 
der it. Their intention and the fact that 
they possess the power to carry that intent 
into effect become plainer with every day 
that passes. Yesterday the Chemin des 
Dames fell. This great plateau represented 
the strongest defensive position on the Hin- 
denburg line. It was the keystone of the 
whole German defense. Military strategists 
agree that the reduction of this stronghold 
represented greater tactical difficulties than 
even tue taking of Metz. 

It was inevitable that the reaction of 
these great military defeats should shake 
the home fronts in the Central Powers. 
The omnipotence of the Emperor and the 
army has been shattered. The German 
people are beginning to ask why they 
should walk while the overlords ride, why 
they should longer give their blood to fat- 
ten autocracy, Awakened from a dream of 
world domination, they have turned td the 
task of dominating their own destinies. 
And the touchstone of this awakening was 
the reply of President Wilson asking if 
Germany was willing to stipulate the ac- 
ceptance of a democratic peace on his terms 
and desired an armistice and peace confer- 
ence only to arrange the details. The 
Times candidly differs with President Wu 
som on certain questions of public policy 
and political theory and practice, and it will 
not always be able to follow him. But it 
very cordially approved his reply to Prince 
Maximilian: and the strongest proof of the 
wisdom of that policy is the dissension be 
tween the Emperor and the Reichstag 
which that response has awakened. Prince 
Maximilian must reply that Germany ac-

After the war the changes in social 
and religious thought will be radical and 
Startling. Superficially, it is true that 
things will never be the same as they were 
five years ago. We have, moreover, every 
reason to believe they qill be infinitely 
better. But the price of this better state 
of affairs will be eternal vigilance. 

Yes, the old order will have changed, 
giving place unto the new. But principles 
remain the same yesterday, today and for- 
ever. The deep abiding principle of indi- 
vidual freedom of action under the law 
the principle on Which this republic was 
founded and through which t was enabled 
to save civilization from Prussian slavery— 
cannot be abrogated or subtracted from ex- 
cept at the peril of replacing popular with 
bureaucratic government. 

At the present time to rid the earth of a 
definite curse paternalism and the sword 
are the two strongest available weapons. Just 
now nothing else counts in the sum of na- 
tional achievement but the figures in the 
war column. No personal consideration 
must stand in the way of striking an accu- 
rate victory balance. 

But while under a fearful tension and for 
one specific end we are employing against 
the devil his own weapons, paternalism and 
the sword, We as a-nation must never for- 
get that these are but temporary devices 
to be discarded when the tension is relaxed 
and the object won. After the war is over 
the sword must be replaced in the sheath 
in America and paternalism stowed away 
again. Otherwise the war will have been 
won in vain. America will ip fact have 
made the world safe for bureaucracy. Which 
was certainly not the intention of the people 
and its armies. 

For unless our American citizens remem- 
ber that paternalism, like the sword, is a 
war—never 4 peace weapon—the victory 
won over German state Socialism will prove 
a boomerang. “The picture of a bureau- 
cratic nation forcing its shackles on a nation 
that went to war to preserve liberty is not 
a fanciful one,” declared Otto H. Kahn be- 
fore the American Bankers’ Association. 
And if our people confuse the means with 
the end, the surrender of individual rights 
instead of being a temporary thay become a 
permanent feature in American life. 

Then, indeed, we shall have made war on 
autocracy and bureaucracy in foreign coun- 
tries only to install them in a paternalistic 
guise in our individualistic, competition- 
braced, free-for-all-constituted American re- 
public. 

Under the emotional stress produced by 
War we, as a people, have tolerated doc- 
trines which our sober senses in times of 
peace would reject as highly injurious and 
reactionary and debilitating. It would be a 
bitter piece of irony if while the democratic 
ideal triumphed on the bloody field of war, 
paternalism surreptitiously impregnated the 
soll of our fert fields of peace. It would
